Aviators Will Give Demon- 
stration Flight Over Dix- 
ie’s Metropolis in Order to 
Stir Up Interest in Bond 
Campaign. 


GOVERNOR HUGH DORSEY

Atlanta is going to be bombed from 
the sky today. Three of Uncle Sam’s 
birdmen will give a demonstration 
flight over the city and will drop Lib- 
erty Loan literature as they circle 
around above Dixie’s metropolis. 

This stunt is a patriotic demonstra- 
tion arranged by the local Liberty Loan 
committee to boost the sales for the 
third Liberty Loan in the city. 

The flyers who will give the demon- 
stration will be Captain Richmond, 
Lieutenant Haggerty and a machinist 
from the aviation school at Millinton 
Field, Memphis, Tenn. They are all 
regular aviators and are on a tour of 
southern cities, making the entire trip 
through the air. 3 

Latest American Made. 

The airplane in which they travel is 
one of the latest American made models 
and is equipped with the new Liberty 
motor. 

The party left Chattanooga at 5 
o’clock Sunday afternoon and a large 
crowd gathered to wait their landing in 
Piedmont Park. However, engine trou- 
ble forced a landing at Cartersville and 
so far the machine has not arrived. 
They are expected in the early morn- 
ing, not later than 10 o’clock, and will 
fill the arranged program today. 

The demonstration will be given at 
$:30 this afternoon at Piedmont Park 
where Governor Hugh M. Dorsey will 
speak. There will also be a band from 
Camp Gordon. 
the airmen will start on their trip over 
the city and also land at Piedmont at 
its conclusion. 

The rgachine gave a demonstration 
flight over Chattanooga Sunday, stag- 
ing the program from the Country club. 
They will leave Atlanta late this after- 
noon for Montgomery, Ala. 

This is the first long flight under- 
taken by an army airplane, and is be- 
ing made in honor of the aviation sec- 
tion.

Flying Cadet Akers De- 
clares Aerial Gunners of 
America Are _ Proving 
Equal of “Any of Them in 
France.” 


I'll fight and scratch 
And gouge’ and bite 
And wallow in the mud 
Till all the ground 
‘For miles around 
covered with my blood. 


And when at last 

I’ve lost my strength 
I never will give in,

And then go in again. 


This is the spirit of the Atlanta boys 
now with General Pershing’s expedi- 
tionary force in France as expressed 
by James I. Girardeau, second lieu- 
tenant, C. A, GCG, U. S&S R., in a letter 
just received by 8S. B. Patterson at the 
courthouse here, and in different form 


the same determination is expressed in 
two other letters received from Geor- 
gia boys.—Flying Cadet A. F. Akers, 
of the aviation section of the signal 
corps, writing to his uncle, Dr. J. W 
Hurt, of Atlanta, and Corporal Joe Tar 
rer, of the Rainbow division, writing 
to his aunt, Mrs. J, C. Tarren of Ideal 
Georgia. 

They write of attacks upon their 
trenches, of bloody repulses, of Ger- 
mans left hanging on the wire entan- 
glements, of the development in the 
aerial gunners, and of preparations for 
the great spring drive. 

And the impression given in every 
letter—the belief of every soldier—is 
that the worst part of the war is yet 
to come and that American troops will 
be both ready and willing to bear their 
share of the fighting. 

Akers Writes Uncle. 
Flying Cadet Akers writes, in part, 


as follows: 
Every one is straining every nerve to get

ready for the “big drive’’ this spring. I 
have not been up to the “fighting front’’ yet, 
but hope to get up there soon. We have 
sqgme wonderful machines ‘over here’ and 
our boys are making good in the air. We 
are turning out some great ‘“‘pilots’’ for the 
fighting machines and large numbers of ‘“‘ob- 
servers” and ‘“‘gunners’’ for the big bombers. 
Our aerial gunners are proving the equal of 
any of them and we are developing some 
wonderful shots. Very soon now hundreds 
of American squadrons will be flying over 
the front—and believe me—we are going to! 
give ‘em hell! 

I used to wonder if the terrible things told 
about the Germans were true—but now I 
wonder no longer for I have seen with my 
own eyes the unbelievable crimes committed 
by the “fiends of hell.’’ I wish that you, and 
every man and woman in America could 
realize as now I realize what we are fighting 
for and who we are fighting. If our people 
knew Germany as she is—stripped of all her 
“camouflage,” then they would know that we 
are fighting today for our national existence. 
Those who still sleep would awake and 
strain every nerve and sinew to win this 
war. We are not fighting a civilized people— 
but demons of another world and hell is 
too good for them. 

I thought once that peace might come 
this fall—but ‘“‘there is no peace’’—there is 
only one answer—Waear, war to the finish! 
Fight until we have crushed her forever! 
And if it takes the last American and the 
American dollar. 


Great Spring Drive Is On. 

The great spring drive is on and our 
boys in the. trenches are fighting with the 
same old American spirit—the spirit that 
can’t be beaten. As I write these lines the 
rumble of the big guns, miles away, comes 
to me on the breeze. It is the voice of 
‘democracy’ crying for her own and every 
true American and every true man should 
heed this call. The spirit of the Hun must 
be forever crushed and America must do 
her part. You can never tell what new de- 
celopments will arise over night. Germany is 
not whipped yet—she is still strong and the 
hardest fighting of the war is before us. 

Just look at Russia—poor Russia! Could 
you imagine a situation like this! She is 
done for—just think of it—Russia with her 
thousands of square miles! Russia with her 
millions of people—Russia with her wonder- 
ful resources—she is done for! A _ great 
tragedy! Perhaps the greatest in the his- 
tory of the world is now being acted. Some 
think she is more to be pitied than scorned— 
it is not so. Ignorance cannot justify a na- 
tion giving up its women to slavery, murder- 
ing the men, stripping its churches and 
temples, without lifting a hand in defense. 
The world today is witnessing the crucifixion 
of Russia by the ‘“‘Hun’’—Belgium and Serb- 
ia over again, except on a larger scale. 

All of our boys are being well cared for 
by Uncle Sam—there is nothing that we 
could wish for except “tobacco” in the way 
of supplies, so don’t forget the smoking to- 
bacco and cigarettes—just. obliged to have 
it “over here.”* 

Just Back From Trenches. 


From “somewhere in France,” Cor- 
poral Joe Tarrer writes, in part to his 
“Home Folks:” . 

I have just returned from ihe trenches 
and I will have a short rest and then return 
to the trenches again soon. I wish I could 
write you all about the trenches in France 
and the different experiences, but I’ll come 
home some day and then I'll tell you all 
about everything of interest over here, and 
I really believe I could interest my uncle. 

We made a successful raid on the Ger- 
mans while we were in the trenches. We 
ran them back and took their trenches. Our 
machine guns did great work and get credit 
for thirty-six Germans. You can tell the 
boys I left behind that I have already pulled 
the trigger and sent the bullets across No 
Man’s Land after the Germans. Thé Germans 
tried to raid our trenches one night juat be- 
fore we relieved the boys that were there 
at that time and they say it was a beauti- 
ful sight next morning to find most of them 
hanging on the barbed wire entanglements 
just in front of our trenches where they had 
fallen from the fire of our guns. 

I would like to tell you all about the 
trenches, the dug-outs, air battles, etc., but 
not until I come back. I have not heard 
from the other boys since they have been 
in the trenches, but am sure they are all 
right. Try not to worry about me I am 
all right and doing my very best for Uncle 
Sam. Write’ me often and remember it is 
my letters that are censored and not yours, 


Marines Strong for Pershing.

This ‘is the grim and laconic manner 
in which the “soldiers of the sea” pay 
tribute to the American leader, ac- 
cording to a letter Mrs. W. M. Walton 
of this city received from her son, 
James, who is a member of the corps 
now fighting in France. 

General Pershing has _ frequently 
praised the marines on various inspec- 
tion tours, and has thereby endeared 
himself to the men of that service.

FLAMES AT ANSLEY 
DRAW Bla GALLERY 


Only Damage Done Was 
Week’s Setback to Work 
of Constructing Up-Top 
Sun Gardens---Loss Will 
Be Small. 


Flames and pouring smoke issuing 
from the roof of.the Hotel Ansley, al- 
most in the heart of Atlanta’s business 
district, called out most of the city’s 
fire-fighting apparatus Sunday after- 
noon, electrified thousands of Sunday 
pedestrians into motionless and tense 
onlookers and gave rise to a score of 
wild rumors. But the only real catas- 
trophe was a one week’s setback in the 
work of constructing the new up-top 
sun garden to be built by the hotel 
and damage of material perhaps some 
hundreds of dollars. 

An extension to the hotel’s elevator 
shaft and piles of prepared lumber for 
the construction work had been ignited, 
possibly by a spark from some neigh- 
boring chimney. The dry wood burned 
rapidly, its outer layer, drenched by 
Sunday morning’s rain, giving out a 
dense black smoke which suggested a 
fire of large proportions. 

Some passerby saw the smoke and 
flames and turned in the alarm, it is 
supposed. In only a few minutes For- 
syth street and its intersecting streets 
were filled with fire apparatus and po- 
licemen were forming fire lines and 
controlling the growing crowd. 

Inside the hotel,there was no hys- 
teria, it being considered certain that 
the flames could not penetrate the fire- 


proof roof. The lobby loungers, after 
inquiring about the reason for the com- 
ing of the fire department, resumed the 
reading of their papers, their conver- 
sation or their other business without 
concern, some of them joining the 
crowd of onlookers. ! 

A statement made at the hotel was as 
follows: 

“The fire started about five o’clock | 
in lumber and construction work on the 
roof of the hotél and the alarm was 
turned in by someone on the street. 
The damage is considered very slight, 
as work had been under way for only 
one week on the roof. Firemen had the 
flames under control within half an 
hour after the discovery of the fire.”

Washington, April 28.—Oversubscrip- 
tion of the three billion dollar mini- 
mum of the third Liberty Loan now 
is looked for during the campaign’s 
final week, about to start, but treas- 
ury officials declared tonight the five 
billions needed would be subscribed 
only if millions of citizens take shares 
of the loan in the next six days.

other subscriptions in the hands of 
campaign committees without the in- 
stallment payments, and a roll of 9,- 
461,000 individual subscribers, the third 
war credit is truly a “people’s loan.”

Big Subscriptions Expected. 

It is considered certain that reports 
this week will include a great num- 
ber of pledges from wealthy men and 
corporations which heretofore have 
held off hoping for the Zovernment to 
arrange a system of installment pay- 
ments for income and excess profits 
taxes. Since this has been definitely 
refused, they are expected to subscribe 
liberally. to Liberty bonds, paying for 
them on the installment plan. In ad- 
dition to these big subscriptions, cam- 
paign workers look for an avalanche 
of small purchases on the last two 
days, Friday and Saturday. 

The loan headquarters Statement to- 
night offered the comment that Ger- 
many, after three years of war, recent- 
ly floated a loan which averaged one 

ond to every ten persons in the em- 
pire, and that it behooves this coun- 
try to go well above this average in 
order to make an impressive demon- 
stration of unity. 

The number of subscribers and dis- 
tribution of bonds by districts is shown 
by the following reserve district re- 
ports: 

Chicago, 1,900,000: New York, 1,825,- 
000; Kansas City, 822,000; San Fran- 
Cisco, 662,187: St. Louis, 578,495. 

Estimates of other districts totals 
are: Dallas and Cleveland 750.000 
each; Boston, 523,456; chiladelphia and 
Minneapolis, 500,000 each; Richmond, 
400,000, and Atlanta, 300,000. 

More small bonds are being sold in 
this loan than were sold in the sec- 
ond, hence the individual number of 
subscribers must be much larger now 
in order to raise an amount of money 
equal to that raised in the second loan, 

Work of Rural Communities. 
“One of the most potent factors in 


the success of the third loan to date 
has been the spiendia support given it 
by the residents of rural communities,” 
said the treasury review. 

“Their record far surpasses those 
they made in previous loans, and the 
farming element has set a buying pace 
during the present campaign that has 
fairly staggered urbanites who were 
wont to say that the cities would have 
to finance the war. he war ‘got 
home’ to the cities first and they 
bought bonds heavily, and now that it 
is reaching into the door yards of the 
farms, they, too, are buying wonderful- 
ly well.” 

Never before in any of the three Lib- 
erty Loans have so many solicitors 
been in the field as will step forth to- 
morrow morning. All the regular 
salesmen, even in the districts that 
have attained their quotas, have their 
books open and are eagerly soliciting 
every available dollar in order to put 
the loan high over the top. This num- 
ber includes women as well as men. 
To pick up the stray subscribers there 
are 420,000 boy scout workers in the 
field. Fifty new workers who will be 
thrown into the speaking and selling 
in eastern cities tomorrow are mem- 
bers of the American expeditionary 
force just back from France.

Going to Battle, 
Americans Cheer 


And Wave Hats 


Some of Pershing’s Men 
Who Come to Aid Liberty 
Loan Tell of Conditions 
at the Front. 


An Atlantic Port, April 28.—Fifty 
American soldiers, most of whom have 
been wounded or gassed, have been 
brought to this port from France by 
order of President Wilson to take part 
in the Liberty Loan campaign, military 
authorities announced here today. 

The party comprising enlisted men 


and commanded by Regimental Color 
Sergeant John J. Hefferman, arrived 
here on a transport last night. Sixteen 
will serve as loan speakers in the New 
York federal reserve district and the 
others will be~sent to various parts of 
the country. 

Six of the men -wear French war 
crosses awarded for gallantry in action 
and all wear the gold “V” for foreign 
service. Many show by insignia on their 
right arms that they have . been 
wounded. 

Americans Cheer in Battle. 

Americans go into battle cheering and 
waving their hats, said Heffernan, in 
describing conditions at the Franco- 
American front. 

“The idea was to put us on a quiet 
sector when we went over first,” he 
said, but the sector did not remain quiet 
long with the Americans in it. They 
began fighting the first minute they 
could and they have been fighting ever 
since. 

“IT remember one detail that was haul- 
ing ammunition to the front. We came 
to a road where we were told that we 
could not pass, as the Germans were 
shelling it. 

“Well, boys, do we want to go over 
that road? I asked. 

“All the men driving the ammunition 
trucks began to cheer and wave their 
hats and we dashed up the hill and 
over the forbidden road. The French 
people in the town below were al] in 


dugouts. 

“We've got a fine bunch of boys over 
there,” he continued. “Charley Taft, 
former President Taft’s son, is one of 
them. I have seen him under the hard- 
est conditions, acting like the real man 
he is.” 

Heffernan said the latest tricks to 
which the Germans had resorted was 
landing spies behind the Franco-Amer- 
ican lines by airplanes. The Germans, 
he said, would don French uniforms on 
alighting and would then stroll about 
among the Americans. 

German Prisoners Well Treated. 

“One day an order was given that 
every man in our vicinity had to have 
a pass,” he said, adding that “the last 
German prisoner I saw in France were 
men who were captured from an air- 
plane.” 

“The Americans have always said 
that when they get the Boches they 
would give them bad treatment,” he 
added, “but as a matter of fact, when- 
ever we captured Germans, we treated 
them with the greatest kindness. We 
even stole ‘chow’ to feed them, and 
gave them tobacco and the best of 
everything we had. 

“The officers we captured were al- 
ways bull-headed and would not give 
information, but the German privates 
were sick of war and told us that they 
wished they weren't in it. They look 
for it to end in revolution in Germany. 
after America gets into the war, but 
they don’t believe we are in it yet.” 

Heffernan drew a gloomy picture of 
what the agriculturist in France will 
encounter after the war, asserting that 
“there are many unexploded shells in 
the fields and the farmer who ploughs 
them, won't find his life worth any- 
thing.” 

One member of the party was Cor- 
poral Homer Whiled, of Bessemer, Ala., 
who wore the Cross of War for cour- 
age displayed in a raid.

Day.)—The entire allied line in France 
and Flanders still stands firmly. No- 
where have the Germans been able to 
make a further dent in it. Hard fight- 
ing has been in progress on the Ypres 
sector around Voormezeele and to the 
south at Locre. Both places have sev- 
eral times changed hands, but at last 
reports Voormezeele had been recap- 
tured by the British, but the Germans 
had obtained another foothold in 
Locre. 

Voormezeele was taken by the Ger- 
mans Saturday, but the Britisk in a 
night attack won it back, and aince 
have held it, inflictirig heavy casual- 
ties on the Germans in renewed ef- 
forts to take the place. 

The Germans have tried at several 
points along the front held by the 
French to pierce the line, but every- 
where have been repulsed, notably in 
the St. Mihiel and Luneville sectors, 
where recently American troops were 
stationed. Whether the Americans 
again came into combat with the ene- 
my was not vouchsafed by the French 
official communication, 

Aside from the attacks and a few 
unimportant operations between the 
British and Germans, artillery duels 
have predominated. The big guns of 
the French and the Germans have been 
carrying out mighty reciprocal bom- 
bardments north of the Avre river and 
in the region between Lassigny and 
Noyon. 


LITTLE CHANGE 
IN SITUATION. 


As a whole there tis no matertal 
change in the situation along the en- 
tire front over that of Saturday, and 
it is not evident that the Germans are 
prepared for the present to resume the 
offensive, which has cost them so dear- 
ly in men killed, wounded or made 
prisoners. Reports coming’ by way of 
London are to the effect that in Ger- 
many there is much perturbation -over 
the inability of the Teutons to plerce 
the allied line and nervousness and 
depression over the losses the Germans 
have suffered. 

The operations in the Italian theater 
continue of a minor character, consist- 
ing of small patrol encounters and ar- 
tillery duels of more or less intensity 
on various sectors. 

Likewise in Macedonia comparative 
quiet prevails, although there has been 
considerable shelling of opposing po- 
sitions by the artilleries and aerial 
bombing craft.

Necessary to Provide Ton- 
nage for the Army. 


Washington, April 28—New and far- 
reaching restrictions on imports are 
in process of formulation by the ship- 
ping board, to permit the furnishing 


' of larger quantities of tonnage asked 


by Major General Goethals, acting 
quartermaster general, for the use of 
the army. 

In addition to articles denied ship- 
ping space in the two restricted lists 
already issued, it was learned today, 
many other commodities have been 
catalogued in a tentative list on which 
new prohibitions will be based as soon 
as investigation by the board's ex- 
perts are completed. An effort is be- 
ing made in co-operation with busi- 
ness men to find substitutes for re- 
stricted articles and materials, so that 
the country will be placed virtually on 
@ self-supporting basis. 

Conference in Progress. 

Trade conferences now are in prog- 
ress to obtain the views of industrial 
leaders on the effect of trade limita- 
tions. Representatives of paper, wool, 
rubber, tobacco, varnish, fruit, leather, 
buttons, straw and grass braid, toys, 
vegetable ivory, peanut and tanning 
interests, have been called into con- 
sultation. Importers of bananas and 
pineapples came to Washington today 
prepared te approve definite arrange- 
ments for restricting imports of 
fruits. Confections and vacuum bot- 
tles and meat tallow, which are on 
the second restricted list and have 
been protested, and brushes, which 
have not been restricted, will be held 
later in the week. 

It was emphasized, however, that the 


holding of a conference of trade rep-: 


resentatives does not mean that a de- 
cision has been reached to restrict 
the commodities of that trade. All 
possible advice is being sought on the 
effect of import restrictions before any 
restriction is imposed. 

Restrictions which might work hard- 
ship on friendly countries also are 
being studied with unusual care before 
any final action. Curtailment of the 
imports of bananas and pineapples may 
mean loss .of revenue to Central Amer- 
ican republics, which are the tradition- 
a. friends of the United States. For 
that reason, the assistance of this gov- 
ernment has been tendered them in 
providing substitutes which will be 
more helpful toward winning the war. 


Tonnage Needed to Win. 


The new restrictions will be imposed 
from the point of view of tonnage 
which must be supplied if the war is 
to be won. It was made known today 
ythat experts have figured that two 
and one-half tons of shipping must be 
kept in constant service to supply each 
soldier‘’s needs in France for one year 
and on this basis it will take nearly 
4,000,000 tons of ships to carry Ameri- 
can supplies if the United States puts 
the predicted force of 1,500,000 men in 
Europe this year. 

More economical use of available 
ships will provide some of the tonnage. 
The movement of 1,500 vessels, ranging 
from the most modern merchantmen to 
old French warships converted to trade 
purposes, are charted every day. The 
turn-around delay on both sides of the 
Atlantic is being lessened. Loading of 
cargoes is being studied to obtain the 
greatest possible use of cubic as well as 
weight-carrying capacity. 

The products of Europe probably will 
be affected only slightly by the propos- 
ed new restrictions, since there will be 
ample cargo space in ships returning 
to America after unloading war sup- 

lie@, the only requirement being that 
oading shall not cause delay in sailing. 
Native articles of Mexico and Canada 
received here by rail also will not be 
affected. South American products and 
the wares of the Orient will suffer the 
greatest loss of American patronage. 

Shipping board officials today ex- 
pressed appreciation of the helpful at- 
titude taken by most of the business 
men called to Washington to give 
advice on how their industries might 
be cut down. Once informed of the ex- 
igencies of the war situation, they al- 
most always have offered all possible 
assistance.

CHINA IS CAUGHT 
IN JAPANESE GR? 


Shanghai Gazette Alleges 
Chinese Government Has 
Agreed to Demands Which 
Virtually Turns Country 
Over to Japan. 


‘Shanghai, Wednesday, April 34.—(By 
the Associated Press.)}—The statement 
is made in the first issue of The Shang- 
hai Gaesette, which has made its ap- 
pearance under the editorship of Eu- 
gene Chen, that the Chinese govern- 
ment has agreed to new demands made 
by Japan which are of such a nature 
that the country has virtually been 
turned over to the Japanese. The Ga- 
zette asserts it has been informed by 
a high official at Pekin that the Jap- 
anese demands are far more serious 
than those in group V of the famous 
twenty-one demands made by Japan in 
19165. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the 
utmost secrecy is being observed,” says 
The Gazette, “it may be stated safely 
that the followih# is not far from the 
true terms of the agreement: 

“Chinese expeditionary forces sent to 
Siberia shall be commanded by a Jap- 
anese. 

“Chinese police shall be organized by 
Japanese officers. , 

“Japan shall contro! all of China’s ar- 
senals and dock yards. 

“Japan shall have the privilege of 
working mines in all parts of China. 

“Special privileges shall be granted 
to Japan in outer and inner Mongolia 
and the whole of Manchuria. 

‘Other articles include provisions for 
fimancial control and educational as- 
sistance,” 


A dispatch filed in Pekin April 4 said 
it wag reported there that Japan had 
submitted a new series of demands to 
China, including complete control of 
China’s finances, the purchase of 50 per 
cent of China’s ammunition in Japan, 
operation of Chinese iron mines and 
dock yards under Japanese control, and 
recognition of special Japanese inter- 
ests in Mongolia, as in Manchuria. 

Eugene Chen, an Anglicized China- 
man, formerly was editor of The Pekin 
Gazette, in which he carried on a cam- 
paign against Japanese influence in 
China, denouncing the Chinese govern- 
ment on the ground that it was yield- 
ing to Japanese influence and “selling 
out China.” A year ago he was ar- 
rested in Pekin after his paper had 
published an article to the effect that 
the premier had been carrying on sge- 
cret negotiations with the Japanese for 
aloan, . 

A dispatch received Saturday from 
Pekin said that for the purpose of put- 
ting an end to sensational speculation 
on the diplomatie situation as between 
Japan.and China, the government had 
authorized the statement that the ne- 
gotiations in progress between the 


Chinese and Japanese governments 
were intended to refer solely to co-op- 
eration against the enemy, and that 
the agreement would lapse as soon as 
the European war terminated, without 
infringing on the political or territoria} 
integrity of China. It was said the 
agreement would be placed before the 
Chinese foreign office for final exam- 
ination in a few days.

HEAVY BATTLE LOSSES. 


DEPRESSING GERMANS 


Said to Prevail Among Peo- 
ple at Home. 


London, April 28—(To Reuter Ot- 
Atawa Agency.)—aA telegram from Reu- 
ter’e correspondent at Amsterdam 
says: 

“Extraordinary nervousness and de- 
pression prevail in Germany owing to 
the losses in the western offensive,’ re- 
vealed with remarkable frankness in 
an article by Captain von Salzman in 
The Vossische Zeitung, in which he 
endeavors to restore their lost confi- 
dence to the Germans by .emphasizing 


the importance of the capture of Kem- 
mel hill . 

“Captain von Salzman enumerates a 
few of the series of rumors current in 
Germany. All these stories are pref- 
aced by the remark ‘in the reichstag, 
it is said,’ and go on to say: 

“‘Our losses have been enormous. 
The offensive in the west has arrived 
at a deadlock. The enemy is much 
stronger than the supreme :~ command 
assumed. We are unable to continue 


the offensive, owing to lack of horses. 
The region before Ypres is a great 
lake and, therefore, impassable. The 
whole country between our Amiens 
front and Paris ig mined and will be 
blown up.’ 


“The people,” continues ~ Salzman, 
‘have begun to lose their nerve. Re- 
plying in the reichstag, the minister of 
war said something like this: 

“Tt goes without saying that there 
are big losses in such a struggle. Our 
losses in one’ part of the front have 
been very heavy. Two-thirds of the 
company leaders in many regiments 
have fallen.’ 

“It is said that a certain deputy 
thereupon told his electors in a north 
German town: 

“*The minister of war has openly 
declared our losses to be so heavy that 
the offensive must be abandoned.’”

CONGRESS STAGE HELD 
BY WAR LEGISLATION 


Extraordinary Nervousness Is: Measure Giving Blanket Pow- 


er to Wilson Will Be Passed 
This Week. 


Washington, April 28.—Prospects of 
passage by the senate early this week 


‘of the Overman bill giving the presi- 


dent authority to reorganize govern- 
ment departments promises to open the 
way for enactment of a miscellaneous 
lot of war legislation. 

On the program for completion dur- 
ing the week are the bills to extend the 
selective draft law to youths now 21 


; years of age, and establish draft quotas 
ion the basis of the number of men in 
| class 1, the sedition bill, the housing 
| bill and other measures. 


New legislation, including proposals 
for expansion of the army and emer- 
gency appropriations, is expected to 
assume definite form with a view to 
adjournment by July 1. 

Following yesterday’s setbacks for 
senate opponents of the Overman meas- 
ure, the senate tomorrow enters the 
fifth week of the bill’s consideration, 
expecting its disposal not later than 
Tuesday. Rejection by votes of 41 to 
37 and 42 to 35, respectively, ef amend- 
ments to except the federal ‘reserve 
board and interstate commerce com- 
mission from the president’s reorgani- 
zation authority, was regarded as as- 
suring a final administration victory. 
Those fighting specifically to limit the 
president’s power to war agencies, will 
continue their efforts, although passage 
of the bill generally is conceded as 
certain. 

In the senate the bill appropriating 
$60,000,000 for housing workmen at 
war centers is to be pressed immedi- 
ately after the Overman measure. Op- 
position apparently has been increas- 
ing, and another efort for limitation 
of commandeering and other powers is 
planned. 

The mineral control bill, apparently 
encountering rising opposition, is 
awaiting disposal in the house, but it 
is to give way, according to present 
plans, for disposal of conference re- 
ports on the draft legislation. The 
house is to be asked to reconsider its 


amendment allowing credit on quotas 
for volunteers, and many predict it 
will recede in disposing of the other 
draft bill, for registration of youths 
reaching their majority, the senate 
must consider the amendment of Rep- 
resentative Hull, of Iowa, which would 
place the new men at the bottom of the 
eligibles’ list. . 
Secretary Baker’s plans for army ex- 
pansion and increased appropriation 
may be eubmitted to the house mili- 
tary committee during the week, and 
the house appropriations committee 
already is completing a new urgent de- 
ficiency appropriation measure with 
many items, together with $50,000,000 
for concrete ship construction. — 
Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, chairman 
of the senate agriculture committee, 
and author of the proposal which the 
house rejected for raising the govern- 


ment minimum guaranteed price for 
wheat from $2 to $2.50 a bushel, plans

increase, but many senators believe 
the senate will yield to the house and 
not disturb the present guarantee.

“y gaw enough idle labor standing 
around the depots gazing at the trains 
to supply the needs of this company, 45 
well as a good many farmers and indus- 
tries. At one town of approximately 
1,200 inhabitants, I saw 55 colored men 
standing at the depot. At another place 
of 600 inhabitants, I counted 23 at the 
depot standing around with their hands 


in their pockets.” 

Let us hope that this condition is not 
general, but that it applies only to the towns 
on Mr. Foley’s route’of travel. But be that 
as it may, this is no time for any man able 
to work to be found standing with his hands 
in his pockets watching the wheels of in- 
dustry roll by! 

The whole country, south and north, 
ghould be gone over by the authorities with 
a fine-tooth comb and every idler and every 
loafer, white as well as black, rich or poor, 
should be dragged forth, harnessed and put 
to work. 

And if he refuses to take a job and work 
to his own account, then the state ought to 
put him to work, under guard, for the com- 
munity! 

We must have no idling here while. our 
patriotic young men are fighting and dying 
over yonder!

‘ngs. Each, when he assumed the post of 
general manager of the Emergency Fleet 
corporation, was generally considered to be 
“the man” for the place; but each in turn 
failed to bring about the desired results. 

First came General Goethals, the builder 
of the Panama canal. His tenure lasted 98 
days—98 days of almost continuous verbal 
warfare with Chairman Denman, of the ship- 
ping board. Rear Admiral Capps, a practical 
marine construction man, succeeded Goe- 
thals, and held his job for 114 days, during 
which the actual accomplishments came far 
from measuring up to the needs; and Capps 
was followed by Rear Admiral] Harris. Gen- 
eral Manager Harris stayed on the job 32 
days, then resigned, and was succeeded by 
Charles A. Pies, on December 17, 1917. Pies 
did little, as measured by results, due in 
large part, probably, to bad health, and, after 
a tenure of 120 days, asked the president to 
relieve, him.

I never 
saw a man able to work at his best ex- 
cept under the stimulus of praise and 
enthusiasm, fired with confidence that 
he has the approwal of the people for 
whom he is working.” 

He concluded that the shipbuilding pro- 
gram could be carried out to better advan- 
tage and more expeditiously if his offices 
were closer to the big shipyards and supply 
depots, so a few days ago he went to Phila- 
delphia to “look over the ground.” He 
wanted to remove the headquarters of the 
corporation to the Quaker City, and is said 
to have spent all of ten minutes in “inspect- 
ing” a building. 

“The fleet corporation.will take your nine 
upper floors,” he announced to the surprised 
building owner, who had reckoned, probably, 
on days or weeks of delay and procrastina 
tion and conferences as to rentals, terms of 
lease, etc., etc. All of these details were 
left for future adjustment—after Schwab 
gets settled in his new quarters and the 
work of building ships under way. 

“Hard luck?” replied the landlord to a 
sympathizing friend— 


‘Not on your life! That’s the way to do 
things. I’m for Schwab every minute, 
and we'll get out and give him the floor 
space as fast as we can. He'll build 
ships, and that’s what we want.” 

Judging by Schwab’s past record, and by 
the manner of his gripping the reins of the 
general managership of the Emergency 
Fleet corporation, it looks as though he is 
prepared to give the world a practical dem:

AMERICAN AVIATORS 
AFTER THE WAR 


Bulletin of the Bureau of Geographic

The role which America’s young avia- 
tors are to play in the commercial and eco- 
nomic life ef the nation after peace is de- 
clared has been forecast by Rear Admiral 
Robert E. Peary, U. 8. N., in a communica- 
tion to the National Geographic society, a 
part of which is made public as a war ge0g~- 
raphy bulletin as follows: 

“That the young men who are training 
for fliers in war service will have an im- 
portant and useful role to play in the com- 
mercial, industrial and scientific growth of 
aviation is apparent. 

“When peace comes thousands of men 
and thousands of planes will be required 
for the mail service of the future, for po- 
licing the air, for aerial ‘coast patrol], for 
aerial map-making by means of aerial pho- 
tography, for exploration and for rapid 
transit of passengers and freight. 

“An aerial mail service has already been 
outlined tentatively in Europe by both the 
entente allies and the enemy governments. 
France and England have had committ¢ges 
at work for nearly 12 months on plans for 
utilizing their air fleets and air personnel 
after the war; Bavaria has proposed an 
aerial] traffic service for central Durope, and 
Prussia is said to be perfecting ‘arrange- 
ments for a peace-time Hamburg-to-Con- 
stantinople mail and passenger service. 

“How extensive may prove this after- 
the-war aviation service; may be surmised 
from the fact that already airplanes have 
been perfected which are capable of carry~ 
ing aloft 25 passengers; other machines have 
developed a speed of 150 miles an hour, 
while the record non-stop flight to date is 
1,004 miles, only 191 miles short of the long- 
est water gap in the America-to-Europe air 
course, by way of the Azores from New- 
foundland. That trans-Atlantic flight is a 
certainty of the next few months, no rea- 
sonable person doubts. ° - 


“British authorities have expressed the | 


belief that it will soon be possible to go 
from London to Paris and return in one day, 
or from London to Bagdad in a day and a 
half; to New York in two days, and to Ceylon 
in two and three-quarters days. Air routes 
to India, with air currents and possible land- 
ing stages are even now being mapped. 
“Every obstacle of nature has been over- 
come by the airman—deserts, seas and moun- 
tains. The attainment of an altitude of four 
miles is now almost commonplace, and the 
Alps have been conquered on numerous oc- 
casions. 
Aiding the Government in Training Flyers. 


“That America is not waiting supinely 
for peace to be declared before she makes 
her preliminary preparations and experi- 
ments for the age of the airplane its indi- 
cated in the establishment recently of a well- 
marked air route from Dayton, Ohio, to 
Rantoul, Ill, as an aid to the training of 
aviators. 

“This work has been carried forward un- 
der the direction gf Carl G. Fisher, of In- 
dianapolis, chairman of the mapping com- 
mittee appointed by the national advisory 
committee on aeronautics. 7 

“The initial program for a marked route 
consisted of serial numbers painted in large 
white figures on barn roofs, with an arrow 
pointing the direction where a clear field of 
the proper area for safe landing might be 
found, in the event an emergency landing 
was necessary. 

“With the Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
as a central point, landing field numbers 
from i to 72 were painted on barn roofs 
between the speedway and Dayton, at an 
average distance of about two miles apart. 
From the speedway to Rantoul the field 
numbers ranged from 1 to 28; size used, 6 
to 10 feet long by 24 to 36 inches wide. The 
distdnce between the fields on this end of 
the route averaged about four miles. 


\ Four Transcontinental Airways. 


“The details of this Dayton-Rantoul route 
present in a general way the nature of the 
task which the aviation sign-post pioneers 
will undertake in mapping and marking the 
four transcontinental airways, proposed by 
the Aero Club of America and known as the 
Woodrow Wilson, the Langley, the Wright 
Brothers and the Bell and Chanute routes. 

“The last of these routes, extending from 
Boston, Mass., to Seattle, Wash., via Albany, 
Syracuse, Rochester, ‘Erie, Buffalo, Detroit, 
Grand Rapids, Minneapolis, Bismarck and 
Great Falls, will be a richly deserved memo- 
rial to Octave Chanute, the pioneer aero- 
natuic engineer, and Alexander Graham Bell, 
whose name is more frequently associated 
with other great gifts to humanity, but who 
in ap unspectaoular way was a potent factor 
in advancing man’s mastery of the alr. 

"It was the financial support and per- 
sonal encouragement of the inventor of the 
telephone which largely enabled Samuel P. 
Langiey to continue his experiments with 
heavier-than-air . machines — experiments 
which were of inestimable value to Orville 
and Wilbur Wright, who finally achieved 
success. 

“Alexander Graham Bell’s support was 
given at a time when the foremost physicist 
of Great Britain, Lord Kelvin (Sir William 
Thompson), the foremost astronomer of 
America, Simon Newcomb, and the foremost 
business genius of this age, Andrew Car- 
negie, 
flying. 

“The name of this airway will also be a 
tribute to Mrs. Bell, whose gift of $50,000 
to the Aerial Experimental association in 
1907-1908 made possible the experiments 
which resulted in Glenn H. Curtiss and J. 
A. D. McCurdy taking an active part in the 
development of aeronautics. 

“The Woodrow Wilson airway will extend 
in ap airline from New York to San Fran- 
cisco, with Cleveland, Toledo, Chicago and 
Cheyenne the principal cities en route. 

“It is proposed that ,both the Langley 


and the Wright Brothers routes shall have 


Washington as their starting point. The 
Langley line will end in Los Angeles, pass- 
ing near Wright field at Dayton and within 
a few miles of St. Louis. The Wright Broth- 
ers airway will pursue a more devious route 
through Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texaa, New Mexico and Arizona, and termi- 
nates at: San Diego.”

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Is IT SAFE TO GROW THIN? 

There seems to be a popular impression, 
something akin to the belief that a hearty 
appetite is a sign of good health, that it 
is risky t @e any treatment to reduce 
obesity. It just a fancy. There are 
various harmful and generally ineffective 
methods of reducing superfluous weight, 
such as the consumption of saline cathartics 
or cathartic mineral waters, and the in- 
discriminate use of fat reducers which de- 
pend upon thyroid ‘extract for any actual 
effects. Thyroid is a fine thing for cer- 
tain individuals who happen to be over- 
weight, but it is a two-edged weapon and 
safely employed only under 
supervision of a physictan. 


Nursing mothers are among those who 
wonder if it is safe to reduce overweight. 
It is always safe, and indeed advisable, to 
reduce excessive flesh by diet and exercise. 
And these are really the only satisfactory 
means we have to reduce superfluous flesh. 

Old George Cheyne established a record 
in reduction. At thirty George weighed 448 
pounds in his happiest frame of mind—all 
from eating and drinking. They didn't know 
any better in his time. They thought that 
the bigger a man’s appetite and the bigger 
his waist the healthier and finer man he 
was. Poor simpletons—it was back in the 
seventeenth century. George was short 
of breath, lethargic and listless like all 
bowls of fat. But he had ambition, had 
George. He decided to grow thin and live 
longer. He dieted on milk and vegetables— 
the vegetables were probably compulsory 
under the law—and he exercised freely. 
After a reasonable effort he reduced himself 
in this way to 150 pounds. And he didn’t 
die right away, either. 
instead of weaker, and lived to the age of 
seventy-two, which was really a remarkable 
feat for any one in that unhygienic age. 
His essay on health and longevity still ranks 
with Metchnikoff’s and Dorland’s. 

It is ten times more dangerous to grow 
fat than it is to grow thin, and thirty times 
more dangerous to stay fat than it is to 
burn off the suet.

Draft Age Skilled Men 
Have Only One Day Left 
To Select Their Service 


Enlistment for voluntary induction into 
military service is closed to skilled men of 
draft age after tonight. Georgia ‘ local 
boards will close up their lists of such men 
today .and transmit them to Major Joel B. 
Mallet, selective service officer. 

A pressing need for mén skilled in a va- 
riety of lines has been experienced by Wash- 
ington officials. Accordingly, the prohibi- 
tion against enlistment of draft age men in 
any branch of military service, was dropped 
for such men of that class as were skilled 
in various ways and these men were asked 
to enroll at their local boards for “voluntary 
induction” with the promise that, if found 
to satisfy requirements, they would be giv- 
en preferred positions in a class superior 
to that of the ordinary inducted men and in 
a branch of service depending upon their 
particular equipment, This offer was made 
to expire Monday, April 29. and has not yet 
been extended by announcements made here. 

The proposed induction of enlisted men, 
while strictly voluntary, is in line with the 
government’s plan, already put into effect, 
of selecting men from the draft Hsts who, 
because of their peculiar fitness, are indis- 
pensable to malilitary service. Certain me- 
teorologists have already been taken, as well 
as photographers. The voluntary list in- 
cludes everything from stenographer to 
blacksmith, and the man [fn doubt would do 
well, offictals say, to inquire at his local 
board today to see whether his particular 
qualifications make him elegible.

The pamphlet has been prepared under 
the auspices of the water laboratory depart- 
ment of the board, which is continually en- 
gaged in making tests of samples of water 
sent from municipal water pumping stations, 
deep wells and streams in all parts of Geor- 
gia. Some of these tests have shown Geor- 
gia water supplies to be fairly good, but 
others, it is said, have indicated serious con- 
ditions of contamination. In these latter

Edenborn ‘was taken into custody as he 
stepped from an L. R. & N. train and

Assistant District Attorney Nicho- 
las Callan announced tonight that 
Edenborn’s arrest was independent of 
action taken at a meeting today of the 
Louisiana division of the National Se- 
curity league, when a resolution was 
adopted calling for federal prosecution 
of the capitalist for utterances which 
were declared seditious. Beyond this 
statement the federal authorities de- 
clined to comment on the arrest. News- 
paper men were warned against making 
efforts to discover where Edenborn 
was being kept. 

: Father of Wire Industry. 

Edenborn, founder of the American 
Steel and Wire company, now a part of 
the United States Steel corporation, has 
been referred to as “father of the wire 
industry of America,” having erected 
mills and produced wire in 1870, three 
years after he came to the United 
States from his,birthplace, Westpha- 
lia, Prussia. He eame to Louisiana in 
1903, where he has been best known 
as a railroad builder and operator. Ed- 
enborn is 69 years old, and a natural- 
ized American citizen. 

Edenborn’s remarks during a recent 
Americanization meeting speech and 
other previous acts and utterances at- 
tributed to him have caused consider- 
able feeling in the community, accord- 
ing to the cuthortten 

St. Clair Adams, former district at- 
torney and a leader in the Louisiana 
division, National Security league, in 
a Liberty Loan address last night re- 
ferring to the Americanization meeting 
speech said: 

“Edenborn should be interned. Men 
have been tarred and feathered in 
Louisiana already for less.” 

No date has yet been announced for 
Edenborn’'s hearing. 

The resolution calling for the prose- 
cution of Edenborn, which was adopt- 
ed by the Louisiana Division of the Na- 
tional Security league, characterizes the 
utterances by Edenborn .at an Ameri- 
canization meeting of residents of Ger- 
man descent held here Friday night as 
amounting to “seditious treason against 
the United States government and its 
allies and in effect pro-German propa- 
ganda of a very dangerous sort.” 

What Edenbern Said. 

The resolution quotes Edenborn as 

having said: “It is said Germany is a 


military nation, and probably it is; and 
there has been much talk of Germany 
coming over here and attacking the 
United States. I want to say Germany 
may attack the countries that are on 
either side of it, but when it comes to 
attacking America, that is a different 
proposition. We need have no fear Ger- 
ever attack the United 
It would take a maritime na- 
tion to do that because America is sur- 
rounded by water. America can look to 
other countries for any possible attacks 
in the future. Recently a certain prime 
minister stated: ‘Our nation is mistress 
of the sea, has been mistress of the 
sea, and always will be mistress of the 
sea.’ America, in 1886 and 1887, ony 
was urging Germans to come to this 
country, settle it and help build it up. 
America not only was willing to’*have 
them come, but actually was inviting 
them to come.” 

According to the resolution a read- 
ing of the quoted remarks “even with- 
out analysis shows that it was the pur- 
pose of Edenborn to demonstrate first, 
that the United States government and 
its people entered the war against Ger- 
many without just cause or grievance 
because it had nothing to fear or dread 
from an attack or ill will from Ger- 
many and, second, that the United 
States can look for a possible attack 
in the future from Great Britain, now 
one of the allies of the United States.”

Brunswick, Ga, April £8.—(Special.) | 
That the United States government can | 
rigidly enforce almost any law when) 
Uncle Sam takes a hand, is very forti- | 
bly demonstrated by the fact that since | 
the government decided to put a stop 
to Georgte liquor boats making cost 
ular trips between Fiorid& and Geor- |; 
gia points with whisky, when a half 
dozen or more boats were captured by 
the “submarine” chasers on duty in 
those waters, not a single boat has 
since been captured, which means that 
few, if any of them, have succeeded in 
running the lines. 

Previous to the action of the gov- 
ernment the law was being so grossly 
violated that it was a joke. Boats 
between Florida points could be seen, 
not one or two or three, but in fleets, 
every one of them heavily loaded with 
whisky, beer and wine. County offi- 
cers made no progress whatever in 
stopping the violations, and Bruns- 
wick, Darien, Savannah and other wa- 
ter points along the Georgia coast 
were receiving a full supply. 

Finally a capture of one boat was 


made by a government patrol boat. 
This put the violators on notice, but 
many of them considered the first ar- 
rest only a bluff then a fleet of the 
little whisky-laden craft was captured, 
followed a few days later by another 
capture, in all more than a million dol- 
lars’ worth of wet goods being con- 
fiscated.

118,000 Soldiers Took 
Part in Basketball 
Games Last Season 


Washington, April 28.—(Special.)— 
In round figures, 118,000 soldiers in 
the military training camps partici- 
pated in organized basketball alone 
last season, according to compilations 
made from the reports of camp ath- 
letic directors to Dr. Joseph E. Ray- 
eroft, member of the war department 
commission on training camp activities 
in charge of camp athletics. This fig- 
ure, Dr. Raycroft says, does not apply 
to the rank and file, who have played 
informally and who would bring the 


number much nearer 160,000, which 
means that more men have taken part 
in competitive basketball this year 
than ever before. ° 

Dr. Raycroft has been struck by th 
widespread popularity of basketball in 
the camps. “The choice of educative 
and competitive games for the soldiers 
in training,” he declared, “is based 
primarily on their relationship to mil- 
itary activities. This idea is para- 
mount, but it does not necessarily min- 
imize the recreational qualities? 

“Basketball is such a game. Al- 
though limited in team organization, 
this fact alone makes it exceptionally 
intensive. It is a game that requires 
a keen co-ordination of the physical 
and mental. istance must be gauged 
to a nicety, and every effort must be 
correctly timed. Such a training en- 
ables a soldier to retain and exercise 
his wits and inventive faculties under 
the most trying circumstances, and 
the consequent body punishment he re- 
ceives creates in him a disregard for 
casual injuries. In short, it is a mag- 
nificent course in ‘hardening.’ 

“Outside of these advantages, the 
simple equipment required for basket- 
ball makes it an ideal camp game,” 
Dr. Raycroft aserts, “as it may be 
played in the open as well as under 
cover. In certain camps,” he says, 
“the courts have been strung with arc 
lights and matches played outdoors at/| 


night.”

Washington, April 28.—How John 
Mackenzie, a chief boatswain’s mate 
in the naval reserve, by extraordinary 
heroism saved the converted yacht 
Remlik, on patrol service in European 


‘waters, was told today in an announce- 


ment by Secretary Dantels that the 
navy department had awarded Macken- 
zie the medal of honor and a gratuity 
of $100. 

During a heavy gale on last Decem- 
| ber 17 a depth charge weighing sev- 
eral hundred pounds broke from its 
| fastenings at thé stern of the Remlik 

and went sweeping about the deck. 

The heavy seas washing over the quar- 

ter deck made it dangerous for any- 
'one to attempt to reach that part of 


; the ship. 

As officers and crew watched the 
bomb, someone saw the safety pin fall 
out of the charge, making it a source 

'of serious danger to the vessel and 
crew. Mackenzie, realizing this dan- 
ger, shouted, “Watch me; I'll get it,” 
and dashed down the deck, flinging 
himself upon the charging cylinder. 
Three times the daring man almost 
had his arms about the bomb, but each 
time the seas tore it from him and 
once it almost crushed him. He stuck 
to the task, however, and on the fourth 
attempt got a firm grip on the cyl- 
inder, heaved it upright on one flat 
end and held it down by sitting on it 
until lines could be run to him and he 
and the bomb safely lashed. Soon 
afterwards the ship was headed = into 
the sea and the charge was carried to 
a place of safety. 
The Remlik’s commanding officer, in 
reporting Mackenzie’s act, said: 
| “Mackenzie, in acting as he did, ex- 
‘posed his life and prevented a serious 
‘accident to the ship and probable loss 
f life, of the ship and entire crew.
